40,000 people in this part of the public domain, ceded to the 
United States by the terms of the Treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo 
after the Mexican war, when President Polk signed the ad- 
mission act. Few could have dreamed that in less than eighty 
years there would be 5,000,000. 

‘California is one of the few states that annually celebrate 
their admission to the Union. Then the old Bear Flag waves 
and the Native Sons and Pioneers ‘rally ’round.’

The librarian is going over the 
borrowers’ list and withdrawing 
each month many of the borrow- | 
ers who have not been taking out 
books in the past year. There- 
fore statistics for the month of 
August show a net loss of 12 mem- 
bers, making a total of 3444 mem- | 
bers in good standing. | 

Many new books are being add- 
ed, 164 were accessioned during 
August. The non-fiction circula- 
tion during the summer months 
has held up better than usual and 
this is no doubt owing to the fact 
that many are reading biography | 
and travel that never did it be- 
fore. Biography used to be so 
deadly dull, but now it is written 
so interestingly that many prefer 
it to fiction, Mrs. Manker stated. 

The summer is usually devoted 
to stories and the winter to re- 
search, the public feeling that it 
can let down once a year, at least. 
So out of the total circulation of 
4947 for August, 619 can be cred- | 
ited to non-fiction, 456 to maga- 
zines and 3872 to fiction, adult and 
juvenile. 

Many borrowers take advantage | 
of the privilege of having books 
reserved for them so that given 
time, any book in the library will 
reach that particular borrower.
